DON’T forget that war taxes paid on theater or admission tickets, club dues 
and telephone and telegraph calls are deductible. In claiming a 
deduction of this sort deduct it from gross income and not from the, 
amount df income tax due the government. If your net income 15 
under $5,000, use Form 1040-A and include the deduction on Page 1, 
Line 11. If your net income is above $5,000, use Form 1040 and 
include the deduction on Page 1, Line 13. The cost of such tickets, 
dues or calls is not to be deducted, but only the tax thereon. 

DON’T deduct from gross income war tax paid or added to the purchase 
price of an automobile, as such tax has been levied against the manu- 
facturer, which means, in other words, that the manufacturer is only 
collecting from you what he has paid to the government.
